Cites Constitu tion 
“In v iew of the fu ndam ental 
faith of this cou ntry and the clear 
langu age of the Constitu tion, I 
do not see how we can do other­

tion,” Mr. Tru m an said. 
Nearly all sou thern

Norwood Man, 
Dies Quickly 


Former Marine Fires 
45 Pistol After 
Homecoming Party 


COLUMBUS, Nov . 12—(A P)— 
An Ohio State u niv ersity stu dent 
was shot to death by a fraternity 
brother early today after a hom e­ 
coming party at the Delta Tau 
Delta fraternity hou se. 
The v ictim was Jack T. Mc- 
Keown, 23, of Norwood, O., a 
Senior and managing editor of 
The Ohio State Lantern, stu dent 
daily . 
Jam es D. Heer, 20, of Eu clid, O., 
a first y ear v eterinary stu dent, 
was taken into cu stody at the Co­ 
lu mbu s sewage disposal plant, 5 
miles from the fraternity hou se. 
Detectiv e 
K enneth 
Anderson 
said Heer adm itted the shooting. 
The officer qu oted the stu dent: 
“ ‘W henev er I get dru nk, I get 
trigger-happy .’ ” 
McKeown was shot once w ith 
a .45 caliber au tom atic pistol as 
he tried to disarm Heer on the 
fraternity hou se lawn at 2:30 a. m. 
Fraternity brothers said Heer 
“went beserk” after accompany ­ 
ing a y ou ng woman home from 
the party . 
He took the pistol from his 
dresser drawer, and ran to the 
lawn. As other stu dents tried to 
pacify him, he warned them to 
leav e him alone. 
McKeown then tried to qu iet 
the stu dent. 
“I shov ed him away and told 
him I’d shoot him if he didn’t 
stay away ,” Heer related later. 
One shot was fired 
and Mc­ 
Keown fell, Heer then fired an­ 
other shot and fled. 
He hailed a tax icab and in­ 
stru cted the driv er to take him 
to police headqu arters. Bu t en 
rou te 
he 
left 
the 
cab 
and 
thu m bed a ride to the v icinity of 
the disposal plant. 
Heer walked to the plant of­ 
fice, knocked on the door and 
ex tended his pistol to the care­ 
taker who refu sed to take it. Then 
he telephoned the state highway 
patrol. Patrolm an H arry Kellen- 
berger 
said 
the 
stu dent 
an­ 
nou nced: 
“I’m Jim Heer, I ju st killed a 
man on 13th 
av enu e. 
Bring 
a 
tommy gu n down W'ith y ou . I’m 
going to ru n. I w ant to get it 
ov er with.” 
The highway patrolm an noti­ 
fied police, and 
14 
patrolm en 
sped to the scene. 
Heer, in a darkened room, was 
ordered to come ou t w ith his 
hands u p. The y ou th obey ed and 
was disarmed. 
Died Quickly 
Meanwhile, McKeown had been 
taken from the fraternity hou se

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Facts Found— And Lost 
The United States now knows all abou t p resi­ 
dential fact-finding boards. 
They are su cker 
trap s. 
Indu strialists who had dealt with them before, 
in the au to indu stry , warned it wou ld be 
a mis­ 
take for the steel indu stry to get su cked in by 
the same trick. Bu t gov ernment by p ressu re 
blocs is a hard thing to resist, v A fact-finding 
board was agreed to by steel management 
as the 
lesser ev il, the greater ev il being a strike. 
As it tu rned out, the steel indu stry had to take 
a strike any way . On top of that, it had to take 
some of the most ru thless treatment the u nion 
minority has administered to date. This cou ldn’t 
be blamed on the steel fact-finding board bu t 
rather on what hap p ened to the board’s findings, 
which mu st hav e amazed the board members 
as mu ch as any one else. They were su cked in too. 
The board conclu ded it would be silly to ap ­ 
p ly recommendations based on a handfu l of steel 
comp anies to all steel comp anies. It recommend­ 
ed a retu rn to genu ine collectiv e bargaining, to 
reach indiv idu al agreements abou t making ex ­ 
hau stiv e stu dies of p ension p lans in p rep aration 
for later contracts. While it fav ored insu rance 
and retirem ent p rograms in p rincip le, its mem­ 
bers admitted they had grav e dou bts and mis­ 
giv ings abou t ru shing into something which was­ 
n’t clearly u nderstood. At least six .months of 
stu dy wou ld be needed, board members guessed, 
before the steel indu stry could know the score. 
Bu t labor u nion leaders itching to lead a strike 
won’t wait six months for any thing. They insist­ 
ed that the board’s tentativ e recommendations be 
ap p lied to all steel p rodu cers instantly . They 
shied away from the giv e and take of collectiv e 
bargaining, which they nev er hav e liked, and 
annou nced that they ’d do all the taking or else. 
The “or else” was the threat of gov ernment seizu re 
of the steel indu stry if the u nion p araly zed it 
long enou gh to create a national emergency , 
which it was fu lly p rep ared to do. The u nion 
leaders wanted no stu dy of p ensions. They want­ 
ed to p rov e they could get what they wanted, 
facts or no facts—and be it to their credit that 
they hav e p rov ed once and for all that a p resi­ 
dential fact-finding board in a labor disp u te can 
find any fact it wants to find as long as it agrees 
with the “facts” which already hav e been fou nd 
by the u nion negotiators. 
There will be no more fact-finding boards 
taken at face v alu e by indu strial management for 
y ears to come, if ev er. Because whatev er facts 
may be fou nd are destined to be lost if they don’t 
su it the bosses of the labor monop olies. 
--------------o- ---- -------- 
The Old Familiar Faces 
Ju liu s A. Kru g’s resignation as secretary of 
interior in the Tru man cabinet may sp eed up 
the remarkably slow tu rnov er in that dep art­ 
ment. There hav e been only two secretaries of 
interior since the distant day when Ray Ly man 
Wilbu r held down the job u nder Herbert Hoov er 
—Harold L. Ickes and Kru g, who succeeded Ickes 
in 1946. 
Du ring the same interv al there hav e been 
fou r secretaries of the treasu ry , fiv e secretaries 
of war, six attorney s general, fou r p ostmasters 
general, six secretaries of the nav y , three sec­ 
retaries of labor, six secretaries of commerce 
and fou r secretaries of agricu ltu re. There hav e 
been fou r v ice p residents and sev en sp eakers of 
the house of rep resentativ es. In brief, it looked 
as if secretary Kru g might settle down for as 
long a tenu re in his key sp ot as his controv ersial 
p redecessor enjoy ed, p rov ided of cou rse that the 
Tru man regime could entrench itself. 
Bu t something hap p ened—su ddenly . Washing­ 
ton key hole listeners admit they don’t know what 


it was. Mr. Kru g’s decision to step down cau ght 
them by su rp rise, which is not cu stomary . All 
other cabinet resignations u nder President Tru ­ 
man hav e been coming and thorou ghly combed 
ov er in adv ance. Mr. Kru g now joins the p roces­ 
sion which has marched ou t of the era that dawn­ 
ed in 1933—Woodin, Morgenthau , Dern, Woodring, 
Cummings, Biddle,. Farley , Walker, Hannegan, 
Swanson, Edison, Perkins, Schwellenbach, Ro­ 
p er, Hop kins, Jones, Wallace, Wickard, Rainey , 
By rnes and Bankhead. As they p ass from v iew, 
howev er, there is alway s this thou ght—there 
are 10 more relativ ely u nknown men waiting to 
take their p lace. Unlike France and Great Bri­ 
tain, where cabinet officers come and go bu t are 
alway s the same, the p residential cabinet in the 
United States is the p lace where p rev iou sly u n­ 
known men go to get acqu ainted. 
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Ouch, Mr. Vishinsky 
If Ru ssia’s foreign minister p lanned it that 
way , he can take satisfaction in knowing he hit 
the United States in a tender p lace with his 
United Nations remarks on atomic energy . 
The Sov iet u nion, said, Mr Vishinsky , is u sing 
fissionable material for constru ctiv e p rojects, 
su ch as mov ing mou ntains and digging ditches. 
That, instead of the manu factu re and stockp iling 
of military bombs, is the p oint of main emp hasis 
in Russia. 
This is, of course, the thing which the United 
States wants to talk abou t least at this time becau se 
it’s embarrassing. In this free-enterp rise cou ntry , 
the greatest p otential sou rce of p ower ev er dream 
ed of continu es to be v irtu ally a military mono 
p oly . The United States, so to sp feak, can’t see 
nu clear fission for the atomic bomb. There is 
no likelihood that this will change as long as the 
federal gov ernment continu es to believ e atomic 
energy mu st be handled the way it was handled 
when it was the greatest military secret of all 
time. The Sov iet u nion, if it’s doing what For­ 
eign Minister Vishinsky say s it’s doing, is merely 
setting aside the stratified thinking p ecu liar to 
the military mind. That can be done in the 
United States only by hastening the release of 
atomic secrets to p riv ate enterp rise, which will 
be imp ossible as long as the secrets are the sp e­ 
cial resp onsibility of militarists.

Guarding Your Health 


By DR. HERMAN BUNDESON 
THE fight to keep milk from 
tu bercu lar herds ou t of ou r p u b­ 
lic milk su p p ly was 
long 
and 
hard, bu t it has p aid off in a tre­ 
mendou s decrease in the nu mber 
of cases of tu bercu losis of the 
bone. 
Thirty y ears ago, this was a rel­ 
ativ ely frequ ent dirlrder; today 
it is relativ ely rare. Nev ertheless, 
it still occu rs in some localities, 
and when it does, althou gh it 
shou ld not, it mu st receiv e the 
best p ossible attention if health 
is to be p reserv ed and deformity 
p rev ented. 
Ag e o f Patients 
Whether or not tu bercu losis of 
the bone shou ld be treated by 
su rgery dep ends on the age of 
the p atient, the location of Ihe 
infection, and its ex tent. For ex ­ 
amp le, tu bercu losis of the bone 
in a y ou ng child may heal of it­ 
self with long rest and immobili­ 
zation of the affected p art. 
On 
the other hand, in older children 
and in adu lts who mu st carry on 
their daily work, an op eration to 
fix the affected 
joint 
may be 
necessary . 
For the first fou r to six months 
after onset of bone and joint tu ­ 
berculosis, the disease may grad­ 
u ally become worse while the 
body is bu ilding up its defenses. 


Du ring this time, p lenty of good, 
nu tritiou s food, p lenty of su n­ 
light, and bed rest are necessary 
p arts of the treatment. 
The new dru g known as dia- 
sone has been rep orted as help ­ 
fu l in sp eeding u p healing in 
eight ou t of ten cases. If the joint 
is p ainfu l, stretching may by nec­ 
essary to sep arate the joint su r­ 
faces and limit the ex tent of the 
infection. 
If only the lining membrane 
of the joint is inv olv ed, two or 
three y ears of care may resu lt 
in good action of the joint, bu t 
the p atient shou ld be kep t u nder 
observ ation for at least three 
y ears after the infection has ap ­ 
p arently been arrested. 
Spread o f Infectio n 
If tu bercu losis of the sp ine oc­ 
curs, an op eration is done in al­ 
most ev ery case to p rev ent sev ere 
deformity and sp read of the in­ 
fection. 
This is the most frequ ent form 
of bone tu bercu losis in children 
u nder fiv e y ears of age. If the in­ 
fection su bsides, 
an op eration 
can be done after the age of fou r 
y ears, althou gh the p atient will 
Withstand it better if it can be 
p ostp oned to a later age. 
Of course, any infection of the 
bone with tu bercu losis shou ld be

In the treatment of secondary 
anemia, first of all the cau se 
shou ld be fou nd and remov ed. 
The cau se is u su ally du e to su ch 
things as chronic infections, or 
bleeding from some source. Sec­ 
ondly , the diet shou ld contain 
foods which are rich 
in iron. 
Thirdly , some p rep aration con­ 
taining iron and cop p er is giv en 
by the p hy sician.

HOW TO GIVE YOUR TROUBLES AWAY 
J. ARTHUR RANK, the British motion pictu re produ cer, has 
fou nded an informal organization known as the Wednesday Worry 
Clu b. It has no clu bhou se, no officers and no meetings, bu t it is 
growing in membership ev ery day .

The story of the 
Worry Clu b is an interesting one. 
It seems that Mr. Rank once de­ 
cided that he wou ld do all of his 
worry ing on Wednesday at fou r 
o’clock 
in 
the 
afternoon so that 
he 
wou ld 
not 
hav e to spend 
any other time 
du ring the week 
worry ing. When 
ev er 
a 
worry 
came to his mind 
du ring the week, 
he wou ld write 
it down on a slip 
of paper and pu t 
it into a box to be worried abou t 
on Wednesday . Then, on Wed­ 
nesday at fou r, he wou ld open 
the box and take ou t his worries. 
‘ He u su ally discov ered that most 
of the things he had worried 
abou t du ring the week ju st didn’t 
matter any more. In fact, most 
of them hadn’t ev en happened, 
so he wou ld throw those into the 
wastebasket. And, as for the wor­ 
ries that were still hanging fire, 
he wou ld pu t them back into the 
box to be worried abou t the fol­ 
lowing Wednesday at fou r o’clock. 


IF YOU WOULD like to join 
the Wednesday Worry Clu b, ju st 
get y ou rself a box and start today . 
If y ou are an habitu al worrier, I 
can think of no better thing for 
y ou to do. Worry is the most 
disintegrating enemy of person­ 
ality . 
Of cou rse, many of u s hav e 
worries which we cannot dispose 
of in this fashion. These worries 
prey on u s, make u s sick and u n­ 
happy . One phy sician tells me that 
abou t 70 per cent of his patients 
are afflicted to one degree or an­ 
other with worry . He refers to 
this as 
“dammed-u p 
anx iety ,” 
that is, anx iety which has not 
been released, bu t which tu rns 
inward and cau ses phy sical and 
emotional difficu lty . 
It is not enou gh to pu t these 
seriou s difficu lties in a “worry 
box .’” You can’t keep y ou r trou ­ 
bles to y ou rself and conqu er 
them. You mu st find someone to 
release y ou or, at the v ery least, 
help y ou find release from these 
problems. You mu st giv e y ou r 


trou bles away . 
For Catholics, the confessional 
and a close relationship with 
their priests, prov ide this help 
and release. And Protestants and 
Jews shou ld be more aware that 
their pastors and rabbis are al­ 
way s willing to listen to their 
problems and prov ide practical 
spiritu al gu idance and help. 
Priests, pastors and rabbis to­ 
day are skilled in the problems 
of cou nseling and gu idance. Many 
of them take cou rses in psy chol­ 
ogy and psy chiatry to enable 
them better to perform this fu nc­ 
tion. In my own chu rch, the Mar­ 
ble Collegiate Chu rch on New 
York’s Fifth Av enu e, we hav e 
set u p a religio-psy chiatric clinic 
to deal 
with these 
problems. 
Staffed by the ministers of the 
chu rch, fou r psy chiatrists, a psy ­ 
chologist and a psy chiatric social 
worker, it is operf to all people 
with problems, whatev er their 
faith and creed. 


FOR ALL WHO COME to u s 
we attempt to prov ide the release 
that comes from merely hav ing 
someone to listen, in a sy mpa­ 
thetic and kindly way . For many , 
this is enou gh. There are others 
whose difficu lties are more deep- 
seated. With the help of ou r psy ­ 
chiatric staff we are able to help 
those people find the roots of 
their problems, often bu ried deep 
in childhood memories or in re­ 
pressed areas of the inner selv es. 
Once these are fou nd, people can 
be helped to readju st and free 
themselv es from worry . Here 
pastoral cou nseling by the re­ 
ligiou s staff is most helpfu l. 
Religion is, after all, a scien­ 
tific approach to healthy and hap­ 
py liv ing as well as an attempt 
to approach 
and comprehend 
those things which lie bey ond the 
powers of the hu man mind. The 
best way to health and well-be­ 
ing is to faithfu lly practice y ou r 
religion, for that will bring y ou 
qu ietness of mind and confidence 
more su rely than by any other 
method. 
There is one sentence from the 
Psalms which is a su re cu re for 
worry . Pu t this idea at the cen­ 
ter of y ou r thou ght processes, 


keep it there, ajid y ou will hav e 
fou nd how to giv e y ou r trou bles 
away . 
That sentence is: “I sou ght the 
Lord, and He heard me, and de­ 
liv ered jne from all my fears” 
You will find it in the fou rth 
v erse of the Thirty Fou rth Psalm. 
Take it c^id keep it in y ou r mind 
and y ou will be free of worry .

WASHINGTON, Nov . 12—(AP) 
—Mid western farmers ap p arently 
bav e been sav ed from rigid crop 
p ro d u ctio n controls in 195 0 by 
harv est-time red u ctio ns in this 
y ear’s official p rod u ctio n esti­ 
mates. 
Du ring the 
su mmer growing 
season, controls ap p eared inev i­ 
table nex t y ear 
on two majo r 
mid westem crop s — corn 
and 
wheat. 
Bu t wheat failed to tu rn ou t 
as well as had been forecast. As a 
conseq u ence, the Agricu ltu re d e­ 
p artment annou nced in Ju ly that 
wheat marketing q u otas wou ld 
no t be necessary nex t y ear. 
Corn ap p eared to be in line for 
q u otas u ntil the Agricu ltu re d e­ 
p artment issu ed a semi-final re­ 
p o rt y esterd ay showing a d ecline 
of 119,000,000 bu shels in p rosp ect 
fo r this crop . The rev ised esti­ 
mate is a crop of 3,35 8 ,000,000 
bu shels. 
Below Req u irement 
This red u ctio n in corn ap p ar­ 
ently has p u lled it d own below 
the lev el at which, u nd er farm 
laws, the d ep artment wou ld be re­ 
q u ired to p rop ose marketing q u o­ 


tas. No final d ecision is ex p ected , 
howev er, u ntil after the Decem­ 
ber crop rep o rt Is issu ed . 
So u thern farmers, on the other 
hand , hav e been less fo rtu nate 
with resp ect to controls. Market­ 
ing q u otas alread y hav e been p ro ­ 
claimed fo r 195 0 crop s of cotton, 
flu e-cu red and 
bu rley tobacco, 
and p eanu ts. 
The d ep artment also has u nd er 
consid eration a p rop osal to inv oke 
marketing q u otas on rice. Bu t a 
red u ction in the rice crop estimate 
y esterd ay may hav e gone far to ­ 
ward ru ling ou t q u otas fo r this 
crop . 
Mid western farmers will p ro ­ 
d u ce nex t y ear’s corn and wheat 
crop s u nd er gov ernment p lanting 
allotments. 
Allotments 
tell 
a 
farmer ju st how mu ch land he 
shou ld p lant 
to a 
giv en crop . 
While he is free to ignore them, 
only those farmers comp ly ing are 
eligible fo r gov ernment p rice su p ­ 
p orts on the crop s. 
Qu otas are mu ch more restric­ 
tiv e than allotments in their ef­ 
fect on p rod u ction. Sales in ex cess 
of a q u ota are su bject to a heav y 
p enalty tax . Becau se they are 
more restrictiv e, they mu st be ap ­ 
p rov ed by at least two third s of 
the growers v oting in a referen­ 
d u m.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12—(AP)—

stadium today , but not with th e 
same fervor as in 1946, th e last 
time Notre Dame play ed in New 
York.
